ARMED FORCES DAY OPERATION 
AT NAVY NP6 RADIO 


saturday, May 17, is Armed Forces 
Day. On that day the U.S. Navy will 
provide 10 operating positions at 
Skaggs island (NPG) for amateur 
operators. The operation will begin at 
0600 and end at 1945 (7:45 pm). The 
Mt. Diablo Club has been assigned 
responsibility to man the following 
frequencies: 
(AM is 0600-1300 and PM is 1300 to 
1945).

Operation is by prior signup only. 
We must turn in a list of operators to 
the Navy for admission through the 
security gates in advance. Signups will 
be for one hour slots, with no limit as 
to how many you take on a first-come 
first-served basis. | suggest you sign 
up as teams, one to operate and one to 
log, and then alternate between the 
team members. 

The station will be open to us at 
0500. Breakfast ($1.78), lunch ($3.50) 
and dinner (3.50) will be available at 
the mess hall. No photography will be 
permitted on the station. 

The Navy will provide receivers, but 
they are not continuously variable 
tuned. Antenna connections (PL-259) 
will be provided at each position for 
receivers, as well as normally-open 
connections to key transmitters. Plan 
to bring your own receiver and keyer, 
but if you bring a transceiver DISABLE 
THE TRANSMITTER to avoid damage to 
the Navy antenna couplers. 


NPG operates with receiving antennas 
at Skaggs Island, and transmitters 
(50,000 KWill) at Stockton. This should 
be a fine warm-up for field day. Those 
of you in the know about propagation 
will be early birds. LICENSE CLASS 
DOES NOT MATTER, so jump in and get 
some experience working the world. 

For signups, contact me at

Signups will close May 10. By joint 
agreement with the other Clubs 
participating, other frequencies and 
modes will be available on a shared 
basis to keep everyone busy.
